Routteffsky 
and Colonel Vomreaben are amog the 
killed. The Japanese artillery fire was 
resumed at 6 o'clock this morning. The 
point of pressure is again on the Rus- 
sian-front south of Liao Yang. The 
advance scouts have fallen back. Fir- 
Ing by the Japanese was not opened 
with the same vigor as yesterday. 
"At this moment." a correspondent 
says, 'the Japanese infantry is advanc- 
ing for an attack, the regiment deploy- 
ing men and pushing forward in open 
order-"

Paris, Aug. 29.—The Echo de Paris,

Petersburg stating that the Russian 
military authorities in the

heights at Port Arthur and that the 
Japanese are now in position which 
dominates a large position of the inter- 
ior of the Port. The Japanese, how- 
ever, are unable to bring up their 
seige guns as the remaining Russian 
positions can make the Sre too hot 
for the Japanese to withstand.

Kilbourn then attempted to disarm 
Chenoweth and was shot in the nock. 
his wour.d being considered 
fatal. 


Deputy Sheriff Jchn Collier, armed 
with a shotgun, then engaged Cheno- 
weth i" a duel and shot the latter in 
the face and neck. The fight occurred 
on the main street of the town.

^. St. Petersburg,' Aug. 29. — All the 


bews from Liao Yang, official or other- 
wise, shows that General Kuropatkin 
Is gradually drawing in his advanced 
positions to the inner ring of defenses. 


After three days of heavy fighting, 


the latter part 01 which- was -impeded 
by rain, the" Russians were compelled 
to disable six guns which it was im- 
possible to taRe from the high posi- 
tions over the muddy roads, but dur- 
ing the fighting on the southern front 
they captured some Japanese guns. 
It is reported also that they destroyed 
some Japanese mountain batteries. 


General Kuropatkin has not yet dis- 


closed whether he intends to make a 
decisive fight at Liao Yang. 


General disappointment is experi- 


enced by the newspaper correspon- 
dents at the withdrawals now in prog- 
ress. The statement that the reserves 
•were not called up to hold some of 
the positions which were abandoned 
seems to show that there is a strong 
force at Liao Yang winch is not yet 
being utilized. At the same time, 
from private messages received froai 
Liao Yang, it might be inferred that a 
heavy movement northward has been 
progressing for some days. 


General Kuropatkin seems to be 


•well satisfied with the situation. One 
dispatch describes him as being in

RELATIVES 


Between Argentina and Uruguay Are 


Strained—Battle Fought on 


Neutral Territory. 


Buenos Ayres, Aug. 29, — A great 


sensation has been created here owing 
to the surprising by troops of the gov- 
ernment of Uruguay of a Uruguayan 
insurrectionary force numbering 180 
men, fully armed and equipped, under 
Colonel Pampillion, on a steamer on 
the Uruguayan coast, but in Argentine 
territory. President Ordonez of Uru- 
guay had been warned that prepara- 
tions were being made for an insur- 
rectionary expedition, and dispatched 
two forces with armed vessels to 
watch for the expedition. At night 
the government troops attacked the 
insurrectionists with a continuous and 
merciless fire. Many of the 
latter 


swam ashore, but eight, badly wound- 
ed, were captured. 
The fate of the 


others is not known. The insurrec- 
tionary vessel was also captured and 
with it a considerable quantity of tel- 
egraph apparatus. 
Diplomatic 
rela- 


tions between Argentina and Uruguay 
have become much strained owing to 
this incident.

The last new position is taken by 


Senator Fairbanks for two reasons. 


First, because it has become plain 


that Indiana is a doubtful State, with 
chances in favor of the Democrats car- 
rying it. 


Second, because in the personal in- 


terview Mr. Fairbanks had with Mr. 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay a few days 
the Republican National Convention, 
the President refused to promise the 
senator that he would not be a candi- 
date for a third term in 130R, in case 
he is elected this yeJar. 


It is well known that Mr. Fairbanks 


departed from the interview in a very 
much dissatisfied and 
disappointed 


state of mind. He is, therefore, figur- 
ing to maintain his political future by 
sticking to the senate, and is prepar- 
ing for the worst.

Newark, N. J., Aug. 29.—Nunzic 


Morano, 23, was shot and killed here 
by his brother-in-law, Guiseppe Mar- 
manno, who also shot Mrs. Moranc 
perhaps fatally. Marmanno in his ef- 
fort to elude a crowd of pursuers ran 
into the salt meadow at the south end 
of the city, where the salt, covered by 
four feet of water, is in many places 
10 feet deep and more yielding than 
Quicksand.

Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 29.—The United 


Garment Workers of America voted 
down a resolution committing the or- 
ganization to Socialism. The resolu- 
tion was introduced by Delegate Joe] 
Moses of Rochester. Debate on the 
proposition was long and heated. 
Utica, Hamilton and San Francisco 
delegates led the opposition, and the 
resolution was voted down by a large 
majority. 


Destructive Flames. 


Hartsville, Tenn., Aug. 29.—Ten 


business houses, the courthouse of 
Trousdale county, the Allen House, 
Hartsville's principal hotel; five resi- 
dences and two livery stables were 
burned here.

The Rus- 
sian main position, the dispatch says, 
is what was formerly the outpost line 
of the Liao Yang garrison.

St. Louis, Aug. 29.—A double trag- 


edy marred the automobile races here. 
His vision temporarily obscured by the 
dust thrown by the swiftly moving 
machine of A. C. Webb of Toledo, O., 
Barney Oldfield of Cleveland, O., lost 
control of his machine in a false start 
of the fifth event of the world's fair 
automobile speed contest and crashed 
through the outer fence of the course, 
instantly killing John Scott, a watch- 
man employed at the park, and inflict- 
ing injuries upon Nathan Montgomery, 
a negro, from which he died a few- 
hours later. 


Oldfield was painfully injured and 


his machine was totally demolished. 
The accident occurred after a false 
start. The flagman vainly attempted 
to signal Oldfield and Webb, who wera 
leading, that the start was not al- 
lowed, but they did not see his flag 
and continued around the course at a, 
high rate of speed. Shortly after pass- 
in; the fir&t turn of the mile track 
Wt bb secured the lead by a narrow 
margin, and the men were in a rela- 
tively r.air.e position when passing the 
three-quarter pole.

"How can I?'' replied the humorist. 


"There are only twenty-four hours in 
a day." 


George Gregory Smith of Florence, 


Italy, who was interview ed at the Jef- 
ferson hotel in St. Louis, told the story, 
Bays the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. It is 
one of many anecdotes he relates of 
the "distinguished American.'1 


"When Mark Twain came to Flor- 


ence," said Mr. Smith, "he inquired 
about brands of Italian cigars. I rec- 
ommended a cigar called the Branca. 
I explained to him that I considered it 
good, although its price was five for a 
nickel. 


"After he had smoked one be said: 


'Smith, that cigar is like attar of roses 
or violet water. 
The only \aluable 


thing about it is the cent.' 


"That was characteristic of Mark 


Twain while in Florence, as probably 
everywhere else. Gems of humor con- 
stantly dropped from his lips as well 
as bis pen, and he didn't mind rinsing 
in a pun occasionally. 


"The Italian language, which he 


knew only imperfectly, afforded him 
a source of much merriment. So did 
certain Italian customs. 
He wrote 


just as he thought about these sub- 
jects, and the Italians, who have a 
keen sense of humor, enjoyed them in- 
stead of taking offense. One thing that 
made an instant impression on Mark 
Twain when he landed iu Florence 
was the color of the overcoats worn 
by ^the contadini, or farmers, of the 
neighboring country. This color is a 
deep orange, a flaming shade. 
He 


•wrote of these that the Italians wear- 
ing them: 


•• 'Looked like they had come from 


the hereafter and didn't have time to 
cool off.' 


"This was translated into Italian and 


hugely enjoyed by the Italians in the 
neighborhood of Florence. 


"Mark Twain lived in Florence from 


last November until his wife died. He 
was idolized by the people there. The 
American and English colony wor- 
shiped him. 
Occasionally he gave 


readings in public, but the greater part 
of his time he spent in the beautifu; 
TlHa he had leased. It happened that 
I leased the villa for him, and some- 
times I wish I hadn't. It is about 
three and one-half miles from Florence 
toward Pistoia and is surrounded by 
a park of about twenty-five acres. 


"Humorists have often written of 


other men having trouble with theii 
landladies, but Mark Twain had real 
trouble with his. She happened to be 
a countess at that. When Mark Twain 
moved into the beautiful villa she ask- 
ed him to take her 'fattore' or agent 
' to manage his household. Twain re- 
fused, and from that time on through- 
out his residence there she did every- 
thing she could to inconvenience him. 
She declared she would drive him out. 


"She interfered when he applied for 


a telephone, and made him wait three 
weeks for it. She put stones and rocks 
in the roadways of the park so his 
daughters could not ride or drive as 
they liked. She cut off the water sup- 
ply for a time and then tried to have 
the villa declared in an unsanitary 
condition by the authorities. 


"She even tried to arrange things so 


bells would ring near the house as 
often as possible while Mrs. Clemens 
•was seriously ill. There is a little par- 
ish church back of the villa, and when 
the priest heard of Mrs. Clemens' ill- 
ness he stopped ringing the bells for 
early mass for fear it might annoy the 
invalid. 
But the countess even ob- 


jected to this. 


"Concerning the countess I heard 


Mark Twain say: 
" 'I really never expected to wish to 


meet anybody in h—1. but I'd like to 
meet tbat countess there, no matter 
at what personal inconvenience.' 


"Mrs. Clemens' death was a great 


blow to Mark Twain. Their married 
life was ideal. To him the world re- 
volved about Mrs. Clemens. Incident- 
ally her death showed the great popu- 
larity of her husband. Cablegrams of 
condolence and sympathy came to the 
Villa di Quarto when her death was 
announced, not by the dozen or hun- 
dreds, but, I say it advisedly, by the 
thousands. 


"They came not only from the United 


States, but from all quarters of the 
jrlobe. 
They came from China a;id 


from Siam and a large number from 
India, and they came from Africa and 
from islands in the Pacific ocean. They 
came from crowned heads and poteu 
tates and dignitaries of all kinds.

I 
know a little Chinese and answered 
him, but either 1 said something wrong 
or he noticed my revolver and money 
bulging out. At any rate he became 
suspicious and spoke some words to 
his men. Two of the latter thereupon 
dismounted and came toward me. 


"I decided to sell my life dearly, for 


I knew it would be forfeited if I were 
captured. 
I pulled out my revolver, 


and as the two soldiers approached I 
fired two shots at them. Both the men 
fell. Then I fired at the officer, bring- 
ing him to the ground, and afterward 
emptied the revolver at four other men. 
The soldiers lost their heads and gal- 
loped away, and as they did so I saw 
the four men I had shot at fall several- 
ly from their saddles badly wounded. 


"Then I jumped on one of the horses 


•which had remained close by and gal- 
loped away for my life. General Sam- 
soiioff promoted me to the rank of an 
under officer, gave me the horse and 
saddle ami sent me to the commander 
in chief, who thanked and embraced 
me and conferred upon me a decora- 
tion. The horse was a brown one, well 
groomed and shod. It Lad been taught 
to catch bread like a dog," concluded 
the man, "and all the Japanese horses 
seem to be like mine. When it is hun- 
gry it opens its mouth to beg for some- 
thing."

In Korea 
the women h:U" been accustomed from 
time immemori.il to do arduous manual 
labor, but war IMS rendered their tasks 
more laborious than ever. While the 
Korean men aje carrying on their 
backs or strunc: between poles the ra- 
tions and camp equipment of the war- 
riors of Japan, the Korean women are 
tilling the fiehK grinding the corn 
with primithe corn pounders or carry- 
ing jnrs of wr.ter from the viilace well. 
Often a Ron-ail woman may !>o seen 
at work with a child upon her back. 


A Russian correspondent describes 


the work of the Red Cross society in 
Manchuria. The correspondent was in 
Harbin, and his observations 
were 


made in the three hospitals there under 
the charge of Dr. Botkin, the head of 
the Red Cross committee, says the Lon- 
don Sphere. He says: 


"Each hospital contains 200 beds, 


and there is another used exclusively 
for officers. The wards were full. I 
can safely say that in no previous cam- 
paign laave I ever seen such admirable 
medical arrangements. They were al- 
most perfect. The walls of the wards 
were all' of a tiniform color—a soft 
white—which had a most resting effect 
on the eye and brain of the wounded. 
I was particularly struck with the con- 
tented expression on the faces of many 
of the men, numbers of whom had re- 
cently arrived in the hospital trains 
from the front. 
Dr. Botkin in the 


course of his conversation informed me 
that many of the wounded had told 
him what confidence the mere knowl- 
edge gave them when going into action 
that in the event of their being hurt 
they would be both skillfully and ten- 
derly treated by the Society of the 
Red Cross. 


"He commented also on the unselfish- 


ness and fortitude displayed by the 
officers, who on being brought into the 
hospital for treatment insisted on the 
private soiuiers being first attended to. 
This self abnegation on the part of 
the officers produced a most excellent 
impression on the rnnk and file, who 
also bore their suffering heroically. 
Dr. Botkin further showed me a small 
tbapel which was attached to the main 
building, so that the spiritual as well 
as the temporal needs of our soldiers 
are provided for. Services are held 
regularly, and many of the convales- 
cents find their way thither. I was also 
much struck by the quiet and business- 
like manner in which the large staff 
of sisters went about their multifa- 
rious duties. 
They work unceasingly 


night and day, doing everything possi- 
ble to alleviate tho pains of the suffer- 
ers, who iinu'h appreciate their untir- 
ingly sympathetic ministrations."

By reason of tbe fact 
that our school code" has been entirety 
changed by the legislature, althougl 
the Hebron special school district has 
made its nomination and certified to 
the same it will be necessary as the 
law now stands for this district to hold 
a second primary election or caucus, 
and put in nomination five candidates 
for members ot school board as afore 
mentioned. If any township or othei 
district has

Yester- 
day evening there was a vigorous en- 
gagement on the east front, the Jap- 
anese advancing on Anpjptan. Thev 
were repulsed, however,.' though thp 
Russians had no artillery, the battle 
being carried on at the point of the 
bayonet.

"The Tamboff regiment defended one

AT PORT ARTHUR. 


Russians Are Reported Driven From 


Another Fort. 


Chefoo, Aug. 29. — Information which 


to a very great extent confirms pre- 
vious reports of the conditions at Port 
Arthur Kas received here by junks 
which left there on Aug. 24 and Aug. 
2G. 
The Russians have been driven 


from the fort immediately east of the 
railroad. This fort is named Rihlung- 
shan. and is located ou the tail of the 
Dragoon hills, along the summits of 
which the eastern defenses of Port 
Arthur are built. When the Russian 
forces retired from Fort Itzshan they 
entered Fort. No. 5. to the north of 
Chaochanlco. During the nights of 
Aug. 
18 and 19. while it v/as raining, 


the Japanese attempted to storm Fort 
Antzshan, which is a strong position 
adjoining Itzshan toward the city, bur 
they were repulsed with heavy losses. 
During the ni^ht of Aug. 22 a heroic 
band " tif 500" Japanese ' attempted' to 
capture Fort No. 5 in the midst of a 
storm. Almost the entire detachment 
was killed. The fighting from Aug. 17 
to Aug. 22 was severe, but since the 
latter date it has beeu comparatively 
light. Shells from the Japanese fire 
continue to fall in Port Arthur and the 
dockyards, and the warships have 
scattered about the harbor in attempts

The Purely American and the For- 


eign Variety—Serrral Variations. 
Philadelphia ice cream is a product 


of American invention and is but little 
known abroad. In this country it is con- 
sidered the choicest kind of ice cream. 
When properly made, it consists entire- 
ly of K\A -tened and flavored cream, tbe 
flavor giving the specific name to the 
.pi,,, ...p.. 
ci<o"M 


be too rich, may he scalded or not, as 
it suits the individual taste. It will 
expand more in freezing if it be not 
cooked, giving an ice of light, fluffy 
texture, but of raw taste. What is 
gained in quantity is lost in quality. 
Cooking the cream obviates all dancer 
of its curdling In case of atmospheric 
changes and 
gives a firm, close 


grained, velvety ice which cuts like 
jelly. In scalding the cieam, .is in all 
dishes where milk or cream is called 
for, use a double boiler or a pail set 
into a kettle of hot water. 
Dissolve 


the sugar in tbe hot cream and when 
cold add the flavoring. In case an ex- 
tract be used, one tablespoonful for 
each, quart of cream will be required. 


In making a fruit cream—straw- 


berry, raspberry, peach, etc.—the fruit 
should be mashed, mixed with sugar, 
and. after standing souie time, added 
to the cream, when the latter is partly 
or wholly frozen. 
The quantity of 


sugar to be used depends upon the 
acidity of the fruit Strawberries and 
peaches may be pressed through n 
potato ricer, but raspberries must be 
sifted through a sieve fine enough to 
keep back the seeds. 


For peach ice cream, to a quart of 


Philadelphia ice cream, frozen without 
flavoring, add a pint of peach pulp in 
which half a cup of sugar lias been 
dissolved.

ture coats the spoon. Strain the mix- 
ture at once into a di.sh set in coi< 
water. When it has become ire colt 
flavor and freeze. 


Sometimes starchy material, as ar- 


rowroot or corustnreh, is used in the 
plaee of part of the eggs. In this case 
it is better to mix such material witi 
a little cold cream or milk and cook 
it in the hot cream for ten or nfteer 
minutes. 


The Neapolitan method of makiuj 


creams is cousideied best adapted to 
vanilla, coffee, chocolate, caramel am 
the various nut creams. 
In Europe 


fruit flavors are thought not to harmo 
nize with eggs, which are au e.^sentia 
part of all their creams, but nny ol 
the fruit pulps may be added to a 
Neapolitan cream with good results.—
